firſt in the Lear 1682, and was ſeveral 
Times here in the Work of the Miniſtry, 
before he came to ſettle in this Nation, 
which was about the Year 1694, and ma- 
ny of us can ſay, from a ſenſible Know- 
ledge we had of his diligent Labour and 
Eminent Services in the Work of the Goſpel,

His Doctrine was Sound, Plain, Li- 
ving, Powerful, and Reaching, frequently 
attended with a: heavenly Sweetneſs; and 
when he had Drawings on his Spirit to go 
forth in Publick Service, he was careful in 
waiting to know the Lord's acceptable 
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Ti ime, in 1 which he freel e up, - 
ferring Truth's Service ay pr his = 
worldly Concerns; and when he found his 
Spirit clear of the Service he was engaged 
in, he was careful to return with wv 
pedition he could : He was often divinely 
open'd to declare the Myſteries of Life 
and Salvation, as alſo to lay open the My- 
ſtery of Iniquity, and likewiſe to declare 
againſt a falſe 1 and was made 
ſKilful in Aung the Word aright, and to 
feed the Flock in due Seaſon. 

H 1s Miniſtry was Sharp againſt the 
Rebellicus, but comfortable and conſolating 
to the Meurners in Zion, and Babes in 
Chriſt; the Lord richly endued him with 
the Spirit of Prayer and Supplication, in

MONG the many faithful Labourers, 
which the great Lord of the Heavenly 
Harveſt has been pleaſed to ſend from far, 
with his Word and Teſtimony, to viſit his 
People in this Colony, our worthy Friend, 
Thomas Wilſon, was one Eminently ſervicea- 
ble in his Miniſterial Capacity, being made 
Inſtrumental to convince ſome of the Way of 
Truth, and allo to edifie and comfort many, 
with the Word of the Goſpel, which is a 
Word of Peace and Conſolation, as was ve- 
ry manifeſt by the Preaching of this pretious 

Servant of Chriſt, in whom it dwelt richly. 
 SoME of us knew him in his firſt Viſit to 
Virginia, in Company of our dear Friend 
_ Elder, James Dickenſon, which was in 
the Year 1690, or 1691, when Friends here 
were perſecuted, and their Meetings ſome- 
times diſturbed by ill diſpoſed and ignorant 
Mien; alſo thoſe who entertained a Meeting, 
were liable to a Fine, which affrighted ſome 
weak, though well. minded People; one of 
: which 
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which had given our ſaid Friends Liberty 
to have a Meeting in his Houfe, | but upon 
the Threats of the Sheriff, was diſcouraged, 
as we underſtood, and the Meeting was held 
in an Orchard, where a Perſon of Note re- 
ceived the Truth, by the powerful Teſtimo- 
ny born by our dear Friend (Thomas) to the. 
one neceſſary and ſaving Baptiſm, which is 
the Baptiſm of Chriſt, by hrs Spirit. So af- 
ter the Meeting ended, he whe had thus 
Joined in with the Viſitation of God through 
his Servant, took him and Companion 
home to his Houſe, and kindly entertained 
them, notwithſtanding the Law, which was 
then ſevere. 
Much might be ſaid of this fr Viſit of 
our dear Friend; but concluding that our 


Friend, James Dickenſon, will be more par- 


ticular and large in his Teſtimony thereof, we 
ſhall proceed to ſome Account of the laſt Viſit 
Thomas gave us, which was in the Year 1714, 
when, notwithſtanding his adyanced Age, 
he was lively and ſtrong in the Word of Faith, 
and preached it with much Power and De- 
monſtration, to our great Comfort and En- 
couragement: He ſometimes ſpake Prophi- 
tically in our Meetings concerning the Pro- 
ſpericy of Truth, Part whereof we 'inchne 
to commemorate ; when after he had*pur 
us in mind of the many Viſits we had been 
favoured with by Miniſters ſent from Europe,

who had been inftrumental to gather, and 
ſettle Meetings in America, he told us, The 
Lord would raiſe up and qualifie many among ſt 
our ſelves, to declare the Word of his Salvation, 
which is meaſurably fulfilled : He alſo ſaid, 
That many great Men, and many young Men, 
ſhould bow to the Truth in our Wilderneſs-Coun- 
try; or to that Effect, which we humbly 
hope will be brought about in Time, and 
that the Church of Chriſt will increaſe, and 
be more and more extenſive in this Part of . the 
World. © | 
| Tris Man ef God allo aſſured us, in the 
the Word of Prophecy, That Way would be 
made for the ſpreading of Truth in the Pope's 
Dominions ; and that the Feet of many from 
Great Britain ſhould be turned that Way, 
ſome of whom ſhould ſeal their Teſtimonies with 
their Blood; in the declaring of which, and 
much more (omitted for Brevity's Sake) 
great Tenderneſs appeared in him, through 
the Virtue and Power of the Divine Anoint- 
ing, in which his Underſtanding was very 
bright: We have Cauſe -to magnify the 
Lord our God, for ſending this his approved 
Miniſter amongſt us, and for the many pro- 
fitable and very memorable Opportunities 
we had with him ; the Account of whoſe 
Deceaſe affected our Minds with Sorrow, 


by Reaſon of the Churche's Loſs, eſpecially 


in Treland, where he ſojourned, and mers 
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his Removal out of this Life is doubtleſs la- 
mented by the Faithful, who had ſo often 
and largely been refreſhed and edified by 
his Labours of Love, in the Gift of the Mi- 
niſtry. | 

To conclude, we have this Teſtimony to 
bear; touching the Behaviour and Conver- 
ſation of our ſaid Friend, when with us; 
'Fhat it was the Confirmation of his Doc- 
trine, being the Practice of that Holy Re- 
ligion he taught, with great Sincerity and 
Succeſs: And ſpending the Time of his ſo- 
journing on Earth in Fear, was preſerved to 
antient Years ; and now having finiſhed hig 
Day and Teſtimony, he reſts from his La- 
bours, and his Works follow him.

Spirit and Deſign of the Man, and the 
evil Tendancy of that Separation, and 
ſtood faithfully in his Teſtimony againſt 
it, to the Re-eſtabliſhing many, and 
reatly to the Comfort of honeſt Hearted 
f riends, who mourned in thoſe Times 
of Tryal and Diſſolation; nor was our 
ſaid Friend without a Sight of the Down- 
fal of that perverſe Spirit, as the Event 
diſcovered, but at Times boldly declared it, 
and it ſoon after came to paſs.

could not; but (as we heard afterward) 
the Friends of -that Meeting were very 
largely fined, though the Diſtreſs was 
prevented by Means of moderate Juſtices, 
after the Death of King Charles the Se 
cond. | 

Ar p when the ſaid Informer came al- 
ſo to Haverford-Weſt with a Juſtice to aſ- 
fiſt him, the Power of the Lord was ſo 
Eminently with Thomas, in his Teſtimo- 
ny, that the Juſtice ſaid, F theſe be the 
QUAKERS, ÞU never heard the like, 
let them alone. In the Time of this his Tra- 
vel (or Journey) many were convinced, 
and turned to the Lord's Teaching : He 
alſo travelled in the Year, 1688, through 
the Seuth and Weſt Parts of England, where- 
in the Lord ſupported him by his Heaven- 
ly Power, till adding a Bleſſing to bis

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Ix the Year 1691, we entred upon our 
long Voyage to America, taking Shipping 
at London for Barbadoes, (and the Lord 
ſhewed us Things to come) it being a 
Time of War between France and Enc- 
LAND: It was ſhewed him, we ſhould meet“ 
with the French Fleet, which we did : and 
it was an Exerciſe to us, but our Cries 
and Tears being poured forth to the Lord, 
He ſtretched out his Arm for our Help, 
and wonderfully delivered us, by ſending 
a great Fog (or Miſt) which blinded the 
Eyes of our Enemies, they took all the 
Fleet, except the Ship we were in, and o- 
ther two : My Companion had been exer- 
ciſed three Days in Prayer and Faſting, that 
we might be preſerved, and the Lord heard 
his Prayers, and reſtrained the Hands of 
wicked Men; ſo that all thoſe on Board 
were made to confeſs it was a miraculous De- 
liverance; and even in the Time of Tryal, 
we felt the Lord's living Preſence wonder- 
fully with us, to the melting of our Hearts, 
and ſtrengtbning our Faith, in the Suffici- 
ency of his Power, that is over all: After 
which, on a Firſt Day of the Week, the

Wu we came into the Latitude of 
Barbadoes, we met with another Tryal, in 
being chaſed by a Man of War, but our 
Eye was to the Lord : The Company con- 
cluded to fight him, and made Preparation 
for it, having their Places ordered them 
where they ſhould be; but the Captain 
(knowing it was Matter of Conſcience to us)

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in which Time I went with great Diligence 
to hear the Prieſts; and when there, did 
carefully mind what was ſpoken: And 
when I heard of a Prieſt that was noted for 
a good Man, and preached two Sermons, 
in one Day, I went from our own Pariſh, 
after the Forenoon-Sermon, eight Miles 
on Foot to hear an Afternoon-Sermon ; 
8 and the more I ſought to hear, my inward 
Ul 5 Hunger and Thirſt more encreaſed, ſo 
N that I was ſenſible of great Poverty of Spi- 
rit ; and in the Time of ſinging Pſalms, 
a Thoughtfulneſs came into my Heart, 
that Men ſhould be made Holy, before 
they could rightly ſing to the Praiſe and 
Glory of God; and my Mouth was ſtop- 
ped from ſinging with them, through a 
godly Sorrow that was in my Heart, with 
ſecret Cries and humble Prayers to the 
Living Lord God of Heaven and Earth, for 
the Knowledge of the Way of Salvation; 
but being yet-in the Wilderneſs of Men's 
Doctrines, Creeds, Articles, and outward 
Forms, could not find true Peace in Con- 
ſcience, nor ſee any bright Beams of Sal- 
vation, in which State I travelled in great 
godly Sorrow, having Religious Seekings 
in my Heart; and being weary of the hea- 
vy Load of Sin, as alſo the Doctrines and 
Worſhip of Men's-making, my Mind was 
much inclined to diſpute about Relig

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with all Sorts of Profeſſors that I met with, 
yet ſtill could not meet with (or find) in- 
ward Peace of Conſcience; but many 
Texts of Holy Scripture were openned to 
my Underſtanding, ſo that I began to fee 
what was not of Faith, was Sin, even in 
Points of Worſhip, and pretended Service 
to the great God, remembring the Saying 
of our bleſſed Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt, to the Scribes and Phariſees former- 
ly, (Ze Hypocrites, well did Eſaias propheſy 
of you, ſaying, This People draweth: nigh 
unto me with their Mouth, and honoureth me 
with their Lips; but their Heart is far from 
ne. But in Vain they do worſhip me, teach-: 
ing for 1 the Commanaments of Men. ) 
Mart. xv. 7, 8, 9. 
Tnus being made ſenſible, that too ma- 
ny of the Doctrines of the Church wherein 
I was educated, were Precepts of Men's- 
making, and that our Bleſſed Lord and 
Heavenly Saviour had faid to the Woman.

* | cometh, and now is, when the true HMorſbip- 
pers Gal worſhip the Father in Spirit and in 
Truth; for the Father ſeeketh fucb' id wants 
Him.

glorify and praiſe the Holy Name of the Lord, 
through the Abiliy of his own free Gift. | 
Tris I underſtood to be his Holy 
- Word of Grace, which the true Apoſtles 
of our Dear Lord and Bleſſed Saviour, 
Jeſus Chriſt preached, and turned the 
Minds of People unto, and then I felt my. 
Soul much in Love therewith ; and ſmit- 
ing upon my Breaſt, ſaid in my Heart, 
This is what I greatly wanted; that is, Pow- 
er againſt every vain Thought, ws os 
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Word, (being Things that troubled me) 
the Lord's Power aroſe in the Meeting, 
and fell mightily upon me, to the 2 
ing and tendring 5 — Heart, and a glo- 
rious Time it was, as the mighty Day of 
the Lord; ſo that great Fear, Trembling 
and Shaking ſeized me, inſomuch that the 
Table whereon I leaned, and Friend fate 
was ſhaken: Thus being ſenſible in ſome 
Meaſure of the glorious Name and Power 
of the Lord Jeſus, I was full of inward 
Cries (to this Effect) O Lord ! create in me 
a clean Heart; for I ſaw the old one was 
not clean, and that I had been Kiſſing the 
Letter, but not the Son, as adviſed by the 
Holy Scripture, which faith, Ks the Son, 
leſt he be angry, &c. 

AND now was a Time of the Lord's 
firce Anger becauſe of Sin, he having 
ſhewed me all Things that ever I had done, 
and condemning the Evil ; fo I was made 
willing to love and dwell under his Righ- 
teous Judgments, being truly convinced, 
that was the Way to come unto the Mercy- 
Seat; and then it was upon my Mind, 
that I muſt ceaſe from all the Doctrines of 
Men, Will-Worſhip, hearing the Prieſts, 
and repeating, their Sermons, which I had 
delighted in, and was in the Practice of, 
as Religiaus Duties; it being made plain 
Blues D 3 J 0 
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to me, that I ſhould turn from them, and 
mind the Gift which was in me, and fit 
down among Friends in their Silent-Meet- 


ings, to wait upon the Lord in Retire- 


edneſs of Mind, for his Heavenly Teach- 
ings and Holy Leadings, in the Perfor- 
mance of which Inward, Divine, and 
Heavenly Worſhip, the great Power of 
God did wonderfully break in among us, 
and many young People were convinced of 
the inward Work of God, and turned ta 
the Lord with all their Hearts: The Meet- 
ing in general, became very Tender and 
Heavenly-Minded, and Friends had great 
Love one to another, the Heart-melting 


Power of the Lord being much felt and in- 


wardly revealed, when no Words were 


ſpoken by either Man or Woman: In 
this State we travelled in the Silence of all 
Fleſh, in which Times the Lord often re- 
newed our Strength in the inward Man, 
ſo that we knew and experienced what the 
Apoſtle exhorteth the Primitive Chriſti- 
ans unto, (even) Chriſt to dwell in us by 


Faith, and the Renewings of the Holy Ghoſt 


encreaſed, and were ſhed on us abundantly 
in our Meeting, whereby ſome were fo 
filled, that they were concerned to declare 


and preach the Things of the Kingdom 
of God, and what he had done for their 


Souls: 
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Souls : One of the firſt that came forth in 
Prayer and Supplication to the Lord, was 
William Greenup, and I was the next, that 
came forth there in a Teſtimony for the 
Lord, which was in very great Fear and 
much Trembling, the Word of the Lord, 
in and through me, was as a devouring Fire, 
burning againſt all Sin and Intquity ; and 
the Lord made us cry aloud to turn Peo- 
ple from all vain Worſhips, to the Living 
God, that is a Holy Spirit; and the preti- 
ous Life of Jeſus broke in wonderfully a- 
mongſt us, ſo that we felt Drawings to 
viſit other Meetings in the Country, where- 
in the Lord's Heavenly Power was plenti- 
fully enjoyed amongſt us, and ſeveral con- 
vinced of the Truth, who turned to the 
Lord with all their Hearts, and joined with 
Friends ; particularly in our own Meet- 
ing, whereby it was enlarged, I was often 
very much affected in feeling the Love 
and Power of God break through the 
whole Meeting; and (many ſuch Heavenly 
Meetings we had, andthe Word of the Teſti- 
mony, in the Lord's Miniſters encreaſed 
amongſt us) I then found further Draw- 
ings to other Counties, and viſited the 
Meetings of Friends in Lancaſhire and Weſt-

| In. the Year 1682, it was upon me from 
he. Lord, in a Divine Opening to viſit - 
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Friends in ſome Parts of Ireland, T took 
Shipping at Workington, and landed at 
Dublin, where I was altogether a Stranger, 
but after I had ſtaid a Meeting amongſt 
Friends, they enquired which Way I in- 
tended to go; I told them, I had a Deſire 
to go ſee ſome Friends that dwelt be- 
tween the Veſt and North; a Friend 
anſwered, he did think there was 
no ſuch Place inhabited by Friends, (or 
to that Effect) but if I would ſee Friends, 
I muſt go North or South, which brought 
great Trouble upon my Mind, and I be- 
came very low in Spirit, queſtioning in my 
ſelf, whether I was not miſtaken in that 
which I thought was the Lord's powerful 
Opening in my Heart, ſhewing me both 
the Place and People, and wherein I 
thought I had the Mind of Chriſt, in the 
Holy Viſion of Life, and the Cries of my 
Heart were great unto the Lord (in Se- 
cret) why I was miſtaken, but after ſome 
Time, a living Hope ſprung in me, that 
I was not miſtaken, and that the Friends 
lay, (or inhabited) as I had ſeen. x0 

A Friend, named Abraham Fuller, ſpoke 
kindly to me, and ſaid, he lived near the 
Middle of Ireland, and if I would go with. 
him, we might get a Meeting amongt: 
Friends at Edenderry, and in the hp © 
had much Peace in going with lum : W | 
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had a bleſſed Meeting with Friends at 
Edenderry; and next Day travelling to- 
wards Lehinche, where he dwelt, he afked 
me if I underſtood the Compaſs, I told 
him no, and that I had not feen any Com- 
paſs wall my Life-time, bur that in the 
Ship wherein I came to DuBLin: 


He was then very cheerful, and lovingly 
ſaid, he remember'd that I had ſaid in 


DuBL1n, I would go between the Weſt. 


and North, which now, ſaid he, I ſee is 
true, for we go even as thou then ſaid ; at 
which I was truly thankful to the Lord, 
who never fails to be Gracious, and his 
bleſſed Word is Infallible: For then I 
(like Samuel) knew it was the Word of 
the Lord that called me into his Work 
and Service, and ſhewed me theſe Things 
before I went from Home: We came 
cheerfully on our Way, until we got to 
Lehinche, and thence to the Moate, where 
we had a bleſſed Heavenly Meeting; ſo 
to Mountmelick, and had a Meeting there, 
and thence to James Hutchinſon's, and 
from thence to the Province-Meeting a 
Caſtledermot. 
 Tm1s Province-Meeting was large, and 
divers able Friends in the Miniſtry were 
there ; but I was very low in my Mind,

and did not go up into the Gallery, but 
fat down a little within the Door, ane 
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many People came in, ſo that the Place 
about where I fat was much thronged ; 
and it being a Time that the Rabble-ſort 


of People were very rude : Several ſuch 


were there that Day, and I being under 

reat Exercile of Spirit, the Powerful 
Word of the Lord filled my Heart, ſo I 
ſtood up and preached the Goſpel in the 
Demonſtration of the Spirit and Power, that 
was upon me; the rude Rabble were aſto- 
niſhed, and became very quiet, and the 
Lord's Heavenly Power did ſhine forth 
gloriouſly, under a weighty Senſe where- 
of the Meeting held and concluded : This 
Meeting brought me into great Acquain- 
tance with Friends, unto whom I had be- 
fore been a Stranger, notwithſtanding 1 
underſtood afterwards they were ſore a- 
fraid when I ſtood up, that my Appear- 
ance would have been very hurtful, but 
it proved otherwiſe, to their great Satts- 
faction. 


AFTER this Meeting, I went into the 


County of Wexford and viſited Friends, 
having ſeveral Bleſſed Heavenly Meetings 
with them in that County ; they were a 
lowly, plain People; and from thence I 


came into the County of Wicklow; ſome: 


little Time after, the Motion of Life in 


me for Travelling ceaſed, and I durſt then: 
go no further, but returned back into the 
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County of Wexford, and wrought Har- 
veſt-Work at Lamb's-Town, where Robert 
Cuppage, a Friend in the Miniſtry dwelt, 
who had a Concern to viſit Friends in 
Munſter, and would have taken me with 
him fer a Companion; but J told him I 
durſt not go, becauſe the Lord had taken 
away the Motion of Lite from me, as- to 
that Senſe, and I muſt wait upon the Lord, 
to know his Bleſſed Will and good Time ; 
ſo I ſtaid working. 

Ix a little Time after came James Dick- 
enſon, a young Man, from Cumberland, 
to viſit Friends, with Intention to go into 
Munſter, and then the Lord was pleaſed 
to open my Way to go with him; and 
we being both very young, travelled to- 
gether in true brotherly Love, great Hu- 
mility, and godly Fear; and the Bleſſed 
Heavenly Power of the Lord did often ten- 
der our Hearts in Meetthgs, as alſo the 
Hearts of many Friends, and we had a 
proſperous Journey in the Will of God: 
So I ſaw it was good to wait the Lord; 
Time in all Things; and having travelled 
through Leinſter and Munſter, James 
Dickenſon went Nortbward, but I was a- 
fraid of running before my true Guide, (be. 
cauſe they who run and are not ſent of God, 
can neither profit the People nor themſelves) 
ſo I ſtaid at Work in the City of Waterford 
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about ſixteen Weeks, and went from 
thence to Dublin, and ſtaid the Half-Years 
Meeting there, which was large and ver 


good; ſo took Shipping and landed at Li- 
former Companion, 


ver pool, with my 
James Dictenſon; and though it was now 
a Time of great Perſecution of Friends in 
England, it pleaſed the Lord to give us a 
peaceable and proſperous Journey through 
the Meetings of Friends all along in our 
Way to Cumberland. 

I's a little Time after, I, with my dear 
Companion, James Dickenſon, viſited 
Friends in the two Counties of Cumberland 
and Weſtmorland : At Kendal, ſome Per- 
ſons came to break up our Meeting, and 
began to pull our Friends; and in a very 
rude manner, took out my Companion : 
Then the Word of the Lord came mightily 
upon me, and I was made bold to ſtand u 
and preach the Everlaſting Goſpel — 
them all; the Holy Power of the Lord came 
mightily over the Hearts of Friends, and 
even the Oppoſers were made quiet a con- 
ſiderable Time; but after I had ſtood a- 
bout an Hour, they came and pulled me 
to the Door; I aſked for my Hat, and 
they ſaid, Give him his Hat, he does well to 
put it off when he preaches. And after they 
had aſked me many Queſtions, I aſked 
one of them, ¶ beiber be was a Believer in 


Jeſos 
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Jeſus Chriſt or wot ? He ſaid, He was, and 
alſo in the Apoſtles Doctrine. Then I told him, 
he never read that either Chriſt or hls A- 
poſtles, did enter into any Religious Ai- 
{emblies, and diſturb them as he did us 
(except Paul alias Saul) before he knew 
the Lord Jeſus, for which Sin he afterward 
calls himſelf the Chief of Sinners; fo I bad 
him conſider, and ſat me down in the 
Meeting, all being very ſtill, and in a 
little Time James Dickenſon Kneeled down 
to Prayer; the Lord's Heavenly Power 
came over all, and the Meeting ended 
ſweetly. | 

Is the Year 1684, I and my ſaid Com- 
panion, travelled through Lancaſhire and, 
Cheſhire, into Wales, and had many bleſ- 
{ed Meetings both in North and South-Wales, 
in all which Way no Informer difturbed 
any of our Meetings, until we came to 
Redſtone in Pembrokeſhire, where a Conſta- 
ble, with a wicked Informer, and ſeveral 
other Perſons came; and as I preached 
the Word of the Lord to the People, the 


Informer laid rude Hands on me, and 


pulled me away ; I ſpoke to him mildly, 


deſiring him to let me ſpeak a few Woch, 


and he did ſo: Likewiſe the Conſtable, 


and thoſe with him, ſat down, and ſtaid 


about an Hour, in which Time I preached 
the Way of Salvation to them all; after 


which,

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which, James Dickenſon kneeled down to 
Prayer, and the Informer came to pull 
him up from his Knees, but could not, he 
being in fervent Prayer to the Lord, fo 
the Meeting ended in a ſweet Feeling of the 
Lord's glorious Preſence z Thankſgiving 
be unto Him who lives for ever and ever.

And this 
was in and by the Spirit and Holy Gift of 
his /aving Grace that brings $ alvation, and 
ſo went on in preaching as it opened in me, 
the Scholars went away quietly, and the 
Meeting ended in Prayer to Almighty God. 
I went from Oxford to Higbeviccamb, and 
ſo to the City of London, where I ſtaid ſome 
Time, and had many bleſſed Meetings a- 
mongſt Friends; ſeveral of which Meer- 
ings were held in the Streets, where Friends 
were kept out of their Meeting-Houfes, 
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boldly in the Streets of that City : Friends 
were then a lowly, humble minded People, | 
and the Honour of the bleed Truth was 
pretious to many. N 

FroM thence I travelled through ſome 
Counties, in the Way to Norwich, and 
had Meetings amongſt Friends, and an 
honeſt Friend with me, that is, Samuel 
Waldenfield, who had the Way of Salva- 
tion topreach in the Powerful Word of Life: 
We had very large Meetings in Norwich, 
there being a great Openneſs in the People 
of that Ciry, and many Parts of the Coun- 
ty, to receive the Timon of the Lord's 
Truth, it being a Time of Convincement ; 
from thence I travelled to Lincoln/hire 
and Yorkſhire, and ſo Northward to Cum- | 
berland, and had bleſſed Meetings amongſt 
Friends. 

AFTER I had ſettled ſome Time to my 
outward Employ in Cumberland, I went 
to Meetings up and down in that County, 
and was moved of the Lord to viſit Friends 
in Wales, and thence to Briſtol, having 
a very ſincere Companion, William Green- - 
up, We travelled together in great Unity, 
and had many Powerful meetings in divers 
Places, the Lord's Heavenly Power did 
mightily break and tender the Hearts -of 
Friends; and in the City of Briſtol, they 
laid, We came in the ſame Power and Plain- 


weſs 
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neſs that thoſe Friends did, who were the firſt 
Inſtruments in turning them to God. It was 
a Time of great Humiliation and Thank- 
fulneſs to the Lord, both in Friends and 
People, of whom ſome were convinced, 
and turned to God. 

W went from Briſtol into Wales again, 
and ſtaid ſome Timeat Haverfordweſt,* and 
had many large and heavenly meetings; 
and thence took Shipping together for [re- 
land, and came to Dublin, where we were 
gladly received by Friends: And after 
having travelled through all, or moſt 
Parts of that Nation, where Friends in- 
habited; and had many bleſſed meetings, 


we came to the Half Years-Meeting at 


Dublin, where we parted, William went 
home, and I travelled again into the North 
Part of Ireland, and ſtaid there ſome Time 
amongſt Friends; ſo took Shipping at 
Carrickfergus, and landed in Scotland, and 
had ſome bleſſed heavenly meetings a- 
mongſt Friends there : From whence I 
returned to Cumberland, the Place of m 

Nativity, where my Relations and F nei 
were glad to ſee me well, upon my Re- 
turn, from ſo long a Journey, of about 
Nine Months Time. I ſtaid here ſome 
Time, working at my Outward Employ- 
ment, and was alſo at many bleſſed meet- 
ings in this County: 


E 3 AFTER 
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Arrzx this Stay in Cumberland, I went 
thence with my dear Companion James 
Dickenſon, into the Weſt of England, in 
the Lord's Work and Service: We had a 
pretious Journey, being filled with the 
Holy Spirit, to preach the Word of God; 
and meetings were now very large, many 
People came in to ſeek after the Lord's 
Truth, and much deſired to hear the Word, 
the ſtrong Wind of Perſecution being ceaſ- 
ed, ſo that there was a great Calm: we had 
glorious meetings, the Lord's tendring, 
Heart-melting Power greatly breaking 
through them : We viſited the meetings 
in Samer ſelſbire, Devonſhire, Cornwal, and 
to the Land's-End, To reutrned North- 
ward in great Peace, and viſited Friends in 
Glouceſtenſbire, and Worceſterſhire, and 
parted at Coventry; James went to London, 
but I travelled Northward, and viſited 
many meetings, both of the North and Eaff 
Counties; ſo went to London, in the Pow- 
« of the Holy Spirit, and preached the 

Goſpel of the Kingdom of Heaven: From 
thence I returned to Cumberland, where 1 
ſtaid diligently at Work for a Time, then 
took my Leave of Friends, in Order to 
ent ir upon a long Journey. | 

I firit went into Weſtmorland, and thence 
into Lancaſhire, Cheſhire, Narth and South 
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Dorecetſhire, Hampſhire, Surrey, and Lon- 
I met with my dear 
Companion James Dickenſon, and was ex- 
ceeding glad to ſee him : We both having 
had a great Exerciſe in our Minds to viſit 
the Lord's People in America; and having 
Certificates on that Account from the re- 
ſpective n ve belonged 
unto » We laid our Intentions before 
Friends at London, for their Concurrence, 
which they received _ kindly, and ap- 
proved of, believing that the Lord had 
called us to preach his Goſpel in that Part 
of the World, But the Times ſeemed like 
to be very (dangerous and) ſtormy, the 
French being at War againſt England, had 
a great Fleet at Sea; and while we were 
in London, the Rumour was, that the 
French Fleet lay about Thirty or Forty 
Leagues from the Land's-End of England, 
in the Way we ſhould paſs, which brought 
a very great Concern upon us, with many 
inward Seekings and ' Supplications to the 
Lord, if it was his bleſſed Will, that he 
might be pleaſed to preſerve us: And 
being ſtrong in Faith, that it was caſy 
wich the Lord God to dehiver us, we truft- 
ed in his Thy Power; and I being in 
deep Travel of Soul, had an ing 
from the Lord, that it was his Holy i 
to deliver us, and we ſhould live to fee it,

and the Maſter being very kind, we went; 
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which I believed, and was humbly thank- 
tul to the Lord, and told my dear Com- 
panion thereof with great Joy, for we be- 
ing nearly united in true Love, could 
freely open our Minds each to the other: 
He alſo told me, that being under a Tra- 
vel of Soul, the Lord had ſhewed him, 
That the French Fleet would encompaſs us 
on both Sides, and alſo behind, and come very 
near, but the Lord would ſend in a great 


 Mift and Darkneſs between us and them, in 


which we ſhould ſail away, and ſee them no 
more: Thus we imparted our Minds to 
each other before we left London ; and our 
Openings ſo agreeing one with another, we 
were the more confirmed, that it was of 
the Lord. We ſtaid in this City till the 
Yeerly-Meeting 1691, was over, (a bleſ- 
ſed Meeting it was) and Friends tender 
Love was towards us, many ancient 
Friends being there; particularly WVil- 
liam Edmunſon from Ireland, who gave us 
tender Advice, which we took very kind- 
ly, he having been in America in Truth's 
Service, 
Wr failed from London to Graveſend, 
and had a bleſſed meeting there, with the 
Friends that accompanied us from the 
City, and after meeting took Leave of 
each other, we ſailed thence to the-Downs,.

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on Shore, and had ſome Meetings | 
about, wherein the Lord's Holy Power

tendred our Hearts together; and from 
thence we failed to Plimouth, and went 
a Shore, where we had ſome bleſſed com- 
fortable Meetings, and Friends 0 very 
glad to ſee us. 

On the Ninth Day of the Fifth Month, 
1691, we went on Board, and failed to 
Falmouth, where all the F leet put in; and 
at Times we had very good Meetings, 
both Friends and People being very open 
to hear the Truth declared : So after our 
Return aboard the Ship, and ſome Time of 
Sailing, we met with the French: Fleet, 
who gave us Chaſe, coming up under Eu- 


gliſb Colours, within Muſket-ſhot of us; 


then the Engliſb putting up their own Co- 
lours, the French began to fire at — 
The firſt French Ship that came u * 
very large, and, as tis ſaid, had ety 
Guns; nigh unto which Ship, were eleven 
more, and Seventy Sail behind them, as 
ſome of our Company ſaid they counted; 
the firſt Ship purſued us, and fired. hard, 
a Broadſide at every Time; and being 
come up within Muſket-ſhot, the Lord 
was graciouſly pleaſed to hear our Prayers, 
and ſent a great Miſt and thick Darkneſs, | 
which1nterpolſed between us and them, io 
that they could not {ce us, nor we them, 
Guy 
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any more; then James Dickenſon aroſe 
from his Seat, and took me by the Hand, 
faying, Now I hope the Lord will deliver 
215, for he had ſeen all fulfilled, which the 
Lord had ſhewed before we left London. 
This was Cauſe of great Gladneſs to me, 
who had been under a deep Travel of Spirit 
with Faſting and Prayer to the Lord, that 
he who ſmote his Enemies in Times paſt 
with Blindneſs, might pleaſe to do ſo now, 
which the Lord did pleaſe to anſwer, in 


a Senſe whereof our Hearts were truly 


thankful to him: My Faſting, Praying, 
and inward giving of Thanks continued 
Three Days. 

Two Ships of our Company that eſca- 
ped, came up with us, which we were 
glad to ſee ; and the Captain of our Veſ- 
ſel being a very kind Man, called to thoſe 


- in the other two Ships to come aboard his, 


and have a meeting with us ; which the 
readily did, and a large and good monk 
ing we had, jgiving Glory to the Lord's 
Holy Name for his great Deliverance ;' 
ſo failed on our Way rejoicing, continuing 
Healthy and well until we landed at Barba- 
does, which was on the Twenty- fourth of 
the Sixth Month, 1691. Here we found 
a great Sickneſs amongſt the People, but

Miniſtry for ſeveral Years before: We 
had good Service amongſt them, for the 
Lord's Heavenly Power wonderfully ſup- 
rted us under our Difficulties and hard 
ravel, the Country being ſo full of wild 
Creatures, that Wolves would come and 
roar about the Houſes in the Night- time: 
So after having had many good and hea- 
venly meetings with Friends there, we 
took Leave of them, and returned thro? 
the Wilderneſs to Virginia, and fo travel- 
led up James's River, having meetings as 
we went, until we came to Cyrrels's, where 
we had ſome meetings to Satisfaction a+ 
mongſt Friends and People. * 
E went from Currels's, through the 
Woods to Black-Creek, where we had ap- 
pointed a meeting ; andnone having been 
there before, the Sheriff, with ſome Offi:

over it: We travelled from thence thro? 
New-England, till we came to Boſton ; 
and after having had ſome Service for 
the Lord there, we travelled into the 
Eaſtern Parts of the Country; and the 
Indian War being very hot at Hampton, 
and thereabout in the Country, many of 
the People were gone into Garriſons ; and 
it was upon us to go to a Garriſon, which 
we did, and had a Meeting near it at a 
Friend's Houſe : After which Meeting, we 
returned back to Salem, where Friends 
were glad to ſee us ſafe, ſeyeral having 
been murdered on the Road, and ſome 
that ſame Day : We went from thence to 
Boſton again, and enquired if any Ship

new, Sprung-a-Leak, and Part of our 
Lading being Tar, ſome ran out of the 
Barrels into the Hold, and our Pumps 
clogged, ſo Things looked very dangerous : 
I ſtrip*d my ſelf ro work at the Pump, and 
James went with the Captain to ſearch the 
Hold, where they found a Trunnil-Hole 
that the Carpenter had left unfilled up; 
and after they had got it ſtopp'd, (thro* 
the Lord's great Mercy) we arrived ſafe 
at Barbadoes ; but ſome Time before we 
went in, it fell thick, dark Weather, con- 
tinuing ſo all the Forenoon 3 but about 
Twelve of the Clock, the Sun broke our,

again, and the Darkneſs ſo great, that al- 
though there was a Privateer which had

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Meetings throughly, and had good Ser- 
vice for the Lord, the Sickneſs which was 
in the Iſland at our firſt Coming, ſtill eon- 
tinuing, whereby the People were very 
much humbled, and their Exerciſe further 
encreaſed by a Plot the Blacks had laid to 
murder the Vbite People, which was dif- 
covered in manner following. 

A certain Man having a Black Servant 
which he reſpected, called him in and gave 
him a Dram; wherewith he was ſo well 
pleated, that upon his going out, he faid 
to himſelf, My Maſter is a very good Man, 
great Pity . to. kill my Maſter; and being 
overheard, ſome made Information thereof 
to his Maſter ; upon which he had him ap- 
prehended, and examined before the Go- 
vernour, but denied all; however, they 
ſent him to Priſon, and ſet a private —. 
to ſee i any of the Blacks would come to 
ſpeak wich him, which ſeveral did private- 
ly, and charged him not to confeſs, for a 
great many Hundreds would comeand re- 
{cue him out of Priſon, and alſo go on 
with the Maſſacre, which occaſioned him 
to be brought again before the Governour, 
and then he confeſſed the- whole Plot, 
which was, to kill all the white Men, (on 
Sunday Night). and to ſeize the Fort, 


Shipping, Horſes and Arms; but being 


thus diſcovered, many of the Blacks were 
. taken 


. 
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taken and hung up in Gibbets alive; till 
they died. . 

Bzinc clear of Barbadoes, we went 
from thence to Antego, where we ſtaid ſome 
Time, and had ſeveral large Meetings 
amongſt the People ; the Lord's Power 
did fo prevail over them, that ſeveral were 
convinced of the Truth, and afterwards 
became faithful Friends : So paſſed thence 
to the Iſland of Mzevis; and when near it, 
had a Conſultation, whether to go in on 
the North or South Side thereof; and by 
the favourable Direction of Divine Provi- 
dence, for our Prefervation, we went in on 
the South ſide, were we heard that a French 
Privateer that lay on the North ſide of the 
Iſland, had taken a Veſſel about the ſame 
Time: We ſtaid ſeveral Weeks in that 


Inand, and had ſundry good Meetings 


therein, and had good Service for the 
Lord: many of the Inhabitants had 
been viſited with a mortal Diſtemper, of 
which many were taken away, as they told 
us: There had been four Prieſt on the 
Iſland before; but when we came, there 
was but one of them living: He was a 
great Drunkard and a Swearer; and when 
the Inhabitants came to our Meetings, and 
were reached by the Lord's Power, ſo 
that they confeſſed to the Truth: Then 


this wicked Prieſt was very angry, and

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| 11 told them he would come and diſpute with 

[| us at our Meeting on the firſt Day: This 

1 being ſpread through the Ifland, many ot 

14 the Inhabitants of great Note came to the 

Meeting, though the Prieſt did not come, 

but went to the Governour to inform him 

againſt us: We had a large Meeting, in 
which the Everlaſting Goſpel was pro- 

claimed amongſt them, and all were warn- 

ed to repent of their Sins, and turn to the 

Light of Jeſus Chriſt: Many Hearts were 

reached; one that was a Juſtice of the Peace, 

confeſſed to the Truth; he alſo wrote ta 

the Governour on our Behalf. 

Now being clear of this Iſland, our 

Names were put up at a publick Place, as 

the Law required, of our going off the 

Iſland, and Certificates written, and car- 

ried by a Friend to the Governour to be 

ſigned by him; but he would not, for he 
had been much enraged by the Prieſt, and. 

threatned, that he would put us in the 

Fort, and ſee us before we hould depart : 

So we took Horles, and went with the 

Maſter of the Ship, with whom we had 

taken our Paſſage, and went to the Go- 
vernour's Houle ; he appeared very angry 
wuith us, and ſaid, We were Spies, come to 
| ſpy out the Strength of the Iſland: We told 
if him, We were no Spies, but true Men ; and 
|| to [atisfie the Governour, toe ſhewed him 4 

| 2 | Paſs 
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Paſs that had the Secretary's Seal at it, 
which we had at our Coming out of England; 
wherein all Governours and Officers were 
commanded to let us paſs : When he ſaw 
the Broad Seal, his Countenance fell, and 
aſked us why we had not ſhewed it him 
before? We replied, We had not ſhewed 
it then but for his Satisfaction, that we were 
not Spies, but true Men; and further told 
hum, Ve came in the Love of God to viſit 
our Friends, and the Inhabitants of the Iſland. 
Then he ſigned the Certificate, and called 
for a Bottle of Wine to drink with theCap- 
tain and us, but we would not drink any 
ch him, for we were deeply bowed un- 
der the Senſe of God's Goodneſs to us; who 
had not only drawn us into his Service, but 
alſo had made Way for us, and wrought 
our. Deliverance : For in the Latitude of. 
Bermudas, a Turnado came, which is 4 
(uſt of Storm, our Top-Sails being a. 
Trip, laid the Veſſel on the one Side like 
a Log of Wood, 
ſome Time; in which Time, the Glory 
of the Lord did ſo ſhine upon us, that the 
Fear of Death was clearly taken away, and 
our Hearts were filled with the Joy of 


God's Salvation. 


Now being clear of our Service for the 
Lord in America, we took Shipping from 
Mevis Homeward, and in about fix — E 

ime 


and remained ſo for 
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Time landed in the Highlands of Scotland, 
and travelled from thence, by Land, into 
Cumberland, where we had ſome Meetings, 
and Friends greatly rejoiced at ſeeing us, 
they having heard that we were taken by 


the French; from hence we travelled up 
to the Learly- Meeting at London, having 
ſome Meetings in our Way thither: we 
had a very bleſſed Vearly-Meeting, Friends 
being in great Love and Unity, and 
greatly rejoiced to ſee us, as we did to ſee 


" them; and there is great Thankfulneſs in 


my Soul to the Lord, for his manifold Fa- 


vours and Preſervation both by Sea and 
Land. . 

Arrzx the Tearly-Meeting at London 
was over, I went, accompanied by Tho- 


mas Story through Oxfordſhire, and ſo to 


Briſtol, where we met with Thomas Camm 
and Foſeph Bains; Thomas Camm being 
inclined to ſtay ſome Time longer in Bri- 


ſtol, Foſeph Bains went with us into Vilt- 


ſvire, and ſome Weſtern Parts, where we 
had many good and bleſſed Meetings ; but 
at Warminſter the People were contending 
with Friends, and we had two large 


Meet- 


ings amongſt them, wherein the Lord's 


tendring Power broke in _— them 
ſo that many were reached, and went a- 
way well ſatisfied : So after having ſpent 
ſome Time in them Parts, we returned 
Den, again

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to Briſtol, where we leaving Joſeph Bains 
with Thomas Camm, Thomas Story and | 
went Northward for Cumberland, having 
many good Meetings in our Way thither: 
Here I ſtaid at Home a while, following 
my outward Employment, ſaving that 
now and then I viſited Friends about in 
that County. 

In the Fall of the Year 1694, I had 
ſome Drawings to viſit Friends in Irelaud; 
and William Greenup having the like Con- 
cern, we travelled together through ſome 
Part of Scotland, having Service therea- 
way; fo took Shipping at Port-Patrick, 
and landed at Dunnaghadee, in the North of 
Ireland: We viſited Friends generally in 
that Nation, and alſo had ſeveral Meetings 
amongſt other People: We had a profpe- . 
rous Journey, the Lord's bleſſed Pre- 
ſence and Power accompanymg us in his 
Service; and the Wars being newly over; 
there was a great Opennefs im the : 
and Tenderneſs amongſt Friends. 4 - 

ABout the Beginning of the Second 
Month, 2695, I returned: trom Jreland; 
and landed at Whitehaven in C 7 
where I made but little: Stay at Home, 
having a Concern: to be at the Feanly- 
Meeting in Wales, tobe held at Dolobron, 
ſo travelled pretty directly thicher;, im 
which Meeting the Lord's good Pre. 
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" ſence and Power was enjoyed, to Friends 
Comfort and Refreſhment : After this 
Meeting was over, I travelled to Briſtol, 
and ftaid ſome Meetings there, and from 
thence to London, and was at the Yearly- 
Meeting there; ſoon after which, I re- 
turned again into the North; and in the 
fall of the Year, married Many, the 
Daughter of Thomas Bewley of Wood-Hall 
in Cumberland, who proved a true Help- 
meet indeed to me: Soon after my ſaid 
Marriage, I found Freedom in the Truth, 
to remove with my Wife into Ireland to 
dwell, which I did, and ſettled near Eden- 
derry, in the King's County. 

SoME Time » my ſlid Removal in- 
to Ireland, I found Drawings from the 
Lord to viſit Friends in England ; and in 
the Fall of the Year 1696, took Ship- 

ing from Dublin, and landed at Holyh — 
— through ſome Part of ates 
and thence into Worceſterſhire and Glouce- 
fterſhire, Briſtol and London, where I viſi- 
ted the Meetings of Friends thoroughly, 
and from thence into Surry and Suſſex, and 
viſited the Meetings of Friends there; ſo 
returned again to London, where I had 
ſome further Service for the Lord, and 
thence paſſed Northward through Hertford- 
ſhire, Huntingtonſhire, Lincolnſhire, and fo 


into ESO, travelling along the Sea- 
Coaſt 
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Coaſt, asfar as Newcaſtle, and from thence * 
croſs the Ay to Carliſle, having had 

many very refreſhing Seaſons in this Jour- 

ney amongſt Friends; and after having vi- 

ſited Friends Meetings in Cumberland, I 

went to Whitehaven, in Order to take Ship- 
ping; but in the Time of my waiting for 

a Paſſage, had a very large Meeting there 

without Doors, in which the Word of 
Life was declared amongſt them, and the 
Meeting ended well: I landed in Ireland 
in the Twelfth Month, and ſoon after re- 
turned Home, where I found my Wife 
well, which was a great Satisfaction to 
me. 

Soon after I came Home, I found 
Drawings to viſit Friends in this Nation 
(of Ireland) which I did accordingly, and 
had Meetings in many Places amon 
other People, where none had been before.

Friends again in America, my dear anci- 
ent Friend and Companion, James Dick= | 
en/on, ſignified to me by a Letter, that 
he had a like Concern to viſit Friends a- 
in in thoſe Parts, whereof I was truly 
glad, for we had often travelled together 
in great |.ove, Unity and Sweetnefs ; fo 
we agreed to meet in Dublin, which we did 
accordingly, and thence took Shipping 
for America in the Tenth Month, 1713.

haſten aboard, although it was much con- 
trary to our Freedom, not being clear in 
our Minds to leave the Meeting, ſo we 
went on Bo ird: They ſet fail, but made 
little Way that Day; and we ſoon per- 
ceived that as the Maſter of the Ship had 
endeavoured to crols us, the Lord croſſed 
him, for there aroſe a great Storm that 
Night, which continued ſeveral Days, in 
which Time the Ship ſprung a-Leak, which 
daunted them; yet taking ſome Courage 
again, they kept to Sea, but the Leak 
encreaſed ſo ſaſt, that they altered their 
Courſe, and ſtood in again, and with ſome 
Difficulty got to an Anchor in Lyn-haver 
Bay, which brought a freſh Engagement 
upon us of Thankfulneſs to the Lord for ſo 
ſignal a Preſervation : Here the Maſter 
concluded to unlade, that he might ſtop 
the Leak, and told us we might go on 
Shore and ſee our Friends. | 
Wr hired a Boat, and failed up the. 

River, ſo put to Shore at the Houſe of a 

Widow-Wamen, a Presbyterian, who re- 
ceived us kindly, and ſaid ſne had heard of 
us, and that the New-Teſtament made 
much ſor us; and after we had eat and 
drank, we would have paid her, but ſhe 
would take nothing from us ; and after ſhe 
had ſhewed us a little on our Way, We 
parted with her in a friendly manner, and 
G4 that 
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that Night got to a Friend's Houſe, and 
afterwards amongſt Friends in Virginia. 
My Companion James Dickenſon, and one 
Robert Fordan, took Boat and went aboard 
the Ship, and brought off our Things ; the 
Maſter then ſhewed himfelf very reſpectful 
and ſaid, if we thought fit to come again, 
we ſhould be very welcome, and if not, we 
might uſe our Freedom. 

WE: travelled to and fro in Virginia, and 
tarough the Country until we came to the 
Weſtern Shore of Maryland, having many 
bleſſed Meetings, Friends being very glad 
to ſee us, and thankful to the Lord for our 
(late) Preſervation : We alſo went over 
the Bay, and had a Meeting with Friends
